Obverse  Boar  to  right  with  a  single  foreleg.  Annulet  with  pellet  below.  Ring  orna¬ 
ments  above. 

Reverse  Maned  horse  to  right,  with  a  rosette  of  pellets  above,  and  three  pellets  below. 
This  coin  was  found  in  Cambridgeshire  in  1977. 

Its  style  fits  in  very  well  with  the  early  boar-horse  coins  of  the  Iceni,  but  has 
some  very  distinctive  features  of  its  own,  namely,  an  annulet  enclosing  a  pellet  below 
the  boar  on  the  obverse,  whilst  the  reverse  die  shows  pellets  above  and  below  the 
horse  which  also  has  an  annulet  on  the  shoulder. 
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VIKING  COINS  WITH  THE  LINCOLN  MINT  SIGNATURE

The  use  of  English  dies  and  of  copies  of  them  in  Scandinavia  was  illustrated  in 
the  February  Bulletin  which  supplements  many  examples  illustrated  in  the  British 
Numismatic  Journal  vol.  30  by  Prof.  Dolley  and  his  collaborators.  Three  more  coins 
which  also  are  likely  to  be  Scandinavian  in  origin,  though  each  bears  the  signature  of 
a  moneyer  at  the  Lincoln  mint,  are  illustrated  here  (Figs  1-3).  The  first  has  +  for  x 
in  the  king’s  title,  a  feature  which  is  often  diagnostic  of  an  Irish  provenance;  on  the 
reverse  the  copulative  is  rendered  as  a  crescent  over  a  bar  and  so  differs  from  the 
usual  English  forms  (which  are  either  a  comma  or  a  capital  Greek  omega  over  a  bar). 
The  second  has  the  obverse  inscription  rendered  as  ‘ederedrgxaigo’  and  reverse 
‘colrimm0  olinc’  as  on  a  coin  in  Hildebrand’s  list  (No.  1722)  of  coins  in  the  Swedish 
Royal  Collection.  The  busts  on  coins  1  and  2  are  similar  and  some  of  the  letters  are 
also  so  similar  that  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  dies  were  made  in  different  places; 
they  may  both  be  Scandinavian  rather  than  one  being  made  in  the  Hiberno-Norse 
colony  at  Dublin.  Another  irregular  coin  by  the  moneyer  Dreng  occurred  in  the 
Elmore  Jones  sale  (lot  450)  and  this  does  not  have  an  obverse  bearing  for  x;  indeed 
the  obverse  is  a  die  duplicate  of  our  third  coin’s  obverse  (Fig.  3)  which  however  has 
a  reverse  bearing  the  name  ‘Aethelnoth’  with  a  pellet  before  the  initial  letter. 

Hence  we  see  that  ‘Dreng’  has  struck  coins  with  ‘Irish’  obverses  and  with  other 
irregular  obverses  (eg.  the  Elmore  Jones  coin  on  which  the  ethnic  is  rendered  as 
aigoi),  the  latter  irregular  obverse  was  also  used  by  ‘Aethelnoth’.  ‘Colrim’,  presum¬ 
ably  an  error  for  the  regular  name  Colgrim  found  on  other  Lincoln  coins,  used  an 
obverse  similar  in  some  respects  to  one  used  by  ‘Dreng’.  The  most  attractive  explana¬ 
tion  of  these  and  similar  coins,  as  has  been  remarked  by  Prof.  Dolley,  is  that  a  whole¬ 
sale  copying  of  dies  went  on  so  that  some  ‘Irish’  style  legends  appeared  on  Scandin¬ 
avian  products;  also,  some  English  dies  were  carried  to  Scandinavia  and  so  became 
paired  with  local  products.  In  this  event  the  moneyer’s  name  and  the  nominal  place 
of  mintage  are  quite  misleading  though  in  certain  cases,  as  we  exemplified  previously, 
there  is  evidence  a  moneyer  actually  moved  from  England  to  Scandinavia. 


WELLINGTON’S  SECRET  MINT

Numismatic  legends  have  more  lives  than  any  cat  of  this  writer’s  acquaintance. 
Most  of  them  are  of  quite  recent  origin.  But  the  myth  of  Wellington’s  secret  mint, 
set  up  after  the  Peninsular  army  entered  France  early  in  1814,  can  be  traced  to  a  single 
source  long,  and  perhaps  unjustifiably  regarded  as  beyond  reproach,  Napier’s 
History  of  the  War  in  the  Peninsula  (1).  Lt.  Colonel  Williams’  version  quoted  in 
Mr.  J.  W.  T.  Moody’s  letter  printed  in  the  April  Bulletin  is  simply  a  precis  of  Napier. 
Sir  William  Napier  was  a  great  military  historian  who  wrote  with  the  advantage  of 
having  been  a  Peninsular  veteran  himself.  Unfortunately,  his  narrative  is  marred  by 
a  number  of  eccentricities  and  excursions  in  realms,  political  and  otherwise,  where  he 
advances  his  own  far  from  reliable  private  opinions.  His  remarks  about  Wellington’s 
secret  mint  can  probably  be  explained  by  stories  current  in  the  army  at  the  time.  He 
certainly  does  not  document  them  and  there  is,  with  one  dubious  exception,  no  other 
evidence  whatsoever. 

There  was  a  sudden  availability  of  French  coin  as  the  army  proceeded  into 
Southern  France  in  the  Spring  of  1814.  Inasmuch  as  junior  officers  and  other  ranks 
were  not  privy  to  the  financial  arrangements  taken  at  the  time  to  support  the  forces 
in  the  field,  some  imaginative  soul  searching  for  a  solution  came  up  with  the  idea  that 
the  Duke  had  the  French  currency  made  by  devious  means.  The  tale  was  a  cheerful 
one  and  reflected  favourably  on  British  ingenuity.  But,  as  in  the  case  of  most 
romances,  this  one  will  not  survive  careful  analysis. 

Surprisingly  enough  the  same  story,  modified  in  quite  important  respects,  was 
taken  up  a  little  over  a  century  later  by  another  distinguished  historian  who  should 
have  known  better.  Sir  Charles  Oman  in  his  History  of  the  War  in  the  Peninsula  wrote: 

“The  other  incident  finds  no  place  in  official  records,  but  may  be  found 
mentioned  by  Napier,  and  related  by  Wellington  himself  in  one  of  his  conversa¬ 
tions  with  Lord  Stanhope  in  1831.  One  of  the  main  difficulties  in  dealing  with 
the  French  peasantry  was  that  though  they  would  take  gold  readily  in  payment, 
they  would  not  look  at  Spanish  or  Portuguese  silver.  Most  of  the  cash  in  the 
military  chest  was  in  dollars.  These  the  Basques  and  Gascons  would  not  accept, 
professing  to  be  wholly  unacquainted  with  their  real  value.  It  was  in  vain  that 
Wellington  issued  a  proclamation  to  the  effect  that  the  guinea  was  worth  25 
francs  20  centimes,  the  dollar  5  francs  40  centimes,  and  that  a  franc  meant  3  reals 
24  maravedis.  These  were  very  fair  valuations,  but  the  peasantry  would  take 
French  silver  onlv,  and  serious  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  them  to  look 
at  dollar  and  reals.  The  strange  solution  which  Wellington  found  for  the  problem 
was  to  set  up  a  secret  mint  of  his  own  at  St.  Jean  de  Luz  for  striking  Napoleonic 
5-franc  pieces.  He  caused  private  information  to  be  circulated  among  the  colonels 
of  regiments  that  there  would  be  an  indemnity,  and  good  pay,  for  all  professional 
coiners  who  would  report  themselves  at  a  certain  office  near  his  head-quarters. 
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Among  the  shady  characters  who  had  escaped  from  the  dangers  of  civil  life  into 
the  army  there  was  a  percentage  of  habitual  makers  of  false  money.  Forty  or  fifty 
of  them  were  found,  and  were  set  to  work  to  melt  dollars  and  cast  their  metal  into 
5-franc  pieces.  A  strict,  and  very  necessary,  supervision  was  kept  over  them,  to 
see  that  they  did  not  fall  into  their  old  practice  of  mixing  lead  or  pewter  with 
good  metal,  an  expert  testing  every  coin.  The  dies  were  so  well  made  that  the 
pieces  passed  quite  freely  when  mixed  with  genuine  French  money.  Care  was,  I 
believe,  taken  to  see  that  they  were  not  dated  1813  or  1814,  but  reproduced  coins 
of  some  years  back  of  the  Paris  mint.”  (2). 

Sir  Charles’s  credulity  is  all  the  more  remarkable  because,  in  addition  to  being  a 
sound  military  historian,  he  was  also  a  good  numismatist  and  a  seasoned  collector 
himself.  It  can  only  be  suggested  in  his  defence  that  he  was  not  at  home  in  the  related 
fields  of  banking  and  finance. 

A  comparison  between  the  Napier- Williams  and  Oman  versions  is  instructive. 
Williams,  the  amateur  historian,  can  be  faulted  out  on  points  of  detail  at  once.  He 
says  the  troops  “were  paid  in  British  money”,  and  then  goes  on  to  say  that  the  famous 
mint  “converted  foreign  coin  into  Napoleons”,  the  generic  name  given  the  gold  20 
Franc  pieces  under  the  Empire.  Wellington’s  army  was  never  paid  in  British  coin 
during  the  Peninsular  War.  There  were  several  good  reasons  why  they  weren’t.  A 
soldier’s  pay  of  a  shilling  a  day  before  various  deductions  would  have  made  the  use  of 
guineas  about  as  convenient  as  a  £20  note  in  our  time.  The  denomination  was  too 
high.  Gold  Napoleons  suffered  from  the  same  difficulty.  There  was  simply  no  supply 
of  English  silver  available  at  home  to  ship  abroad  for  the  use  of  the  army  in  Spain,  as 
any  collector  familiar  with  the  numerous  private  copper  and  silver  tokens  produced 
at  the  end  of  the  reign  of  King  George  III  will  realize.  As  Oman  quite  rightly  says, 
the  cash  in  the  military  chest  was  largely  Spanish  and  Portuguese  silver. 

Oman’s  remarks  are  at  least  reliable  on  one  point.  He  deals  with  what  he  regarded 
the  transformation  of  Spanish  Dollars  into  5  Franc  pieces.  The  standard  coin  used  by 
the  British  troops  in  Spain  during  the  war  was  the  Dollar,  or  8  Real  piece.  The 
common  gold  Doubloon  of  8  Escudos  was  again  too  high  a  denomination,  although 
certainly  some  of  them  did  get  into  the  hands  of  other  ranks  in  the  form  of  loot.  But, 
even  an  officer  like  Harry  Smith  regarded  himself  as  rich  when  he  came  upon  3 
Doubloons  at  one  time.  It  was  the  Spanish  currency  that  caused  the  initial  trouble 
after  the  army  crossed  the  Pyrenees  into  a  country  used  to  the  fine  Imperial  coinage. 
The  Duke  was  deeply  concerned  with  making  a  good  impression  on  the  local  inhabi¬ 
tants.  He  didn’t  want  them  sniping  on  his  flanks  and  lines  of  communications  the  way 
the  Spanish  peasants  had  harrassed  the  French  during  the  war  in  Spain.  Hence,  his 
insistence  on  French  coinage  being  supplied  the  military  war-chest.  Sir  Charles  Oman 
was  enough  of  a  numismatist  and  professional  military  historian  to  realize  this. 

Nevertheless,  apart  from  also  relying  upon  Napier,  Oman  makes  some  curious 
statements  of  his  own.  In  one  breath  he  says  that  the  collection  of  forgers  “were  set 
to  work  to  make  dollars  and  cast  their  metal  into  5  Franc  pieces”  and  in  the  next, 
“The  dies  were  so  well  made  that  the  pieces  passed  quite  freely  .  .  .”.  The  likelihood 
of  the  mint  casting  and  striking  5  franc  pieces  at  the  same  time  seems  remote.  But 
however  the  coins  were  supposed  to  have  been  made  the  likelihood  of  their  being  of 
“just  fineness  and  weight”  and  good  enough  to  fool  the  eagle  eye  of  a  French  peasant 
or  shopkeeper  is  not  at  all  likely.  Anyone  with  the  slightest  knowledge  of  the  various 
operations  of  refining,  die  cutting  and  striking  coins  will  at  once  realize  that  the 
careful  techniques  and  machinery  involved  would  have  been  beyond  the  talents  of 
an  army  on  the  move,  no  matter  how  clever  the  group  of  forgers  recruited  from 
among  the  various  King’s  Hard  Bargains  to  be  found  in  Wellington’s  ranks. 

It  is  significant  that,  as  the  Editor  comments,  the  Royal  Mint  has  no  records  to 
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indicate  that  such  a  successful  counterfeiting  operation  took  place.  In  addition, 
Francis  Seymour  Larpent,  Wellington’s  Judge  Advocate  General,  makes  no  mention 
in  his  Journal  of  any  draft  of  former  coiners  to  staff  the  mint.  The  Editor’s  final 
observation  that  Col.  Williams  (and  by  implication,  Napier)  probably  confused  the 
London  1st  type  20  Franc  pieces  of  Louis  XVIII  made  for  the  use  of  the  army  during 
the  Waterloo  campaign  is  not  only  a  strong  probability  but  indirectly  takes  care  of 
the  only  piece  of  real  “evidence”  about  the  mint  that  exists.  In  his,  Notes  on  Conversa¬ 
tions  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington ,  the  5th  Earl  Stanhope  quotes  the  Duke  as  saying 
in  1831  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  coin  French  pieces  for  the  use  of  his  army  in  the 
South  of  France.  No  denominations  are  specified  but  the  Duke’s  remarks  show  every 
indication  of  confusing  the  1815  issue  with  the  conditions  that  prevailed  when  he 
first  entered  France  in  1814  (3). 

In  summary,  in  spite  of  the  statements  of  two  distinguished  historians  there  is 
absolutely  no  documentary  proof  that  a  secret  mint  ever  existed  in  the  British  Army. 
As  Oman  notes,  the  incident  finds  no  place  in  official  records  or  in  any  other  records  | 
either.  But  more  important,  there  is  no  numismatic  evidence.  The  coins  do  not  exist. 
The  only  pieces  bearing  the  private  stamp  mentioned  by  Col.  Williams  that  are  known 
are  the  20  Franc  pieces  of  1815. 

No  matter  how  misled  the  historians  may  have  been  in  advancing  the  tale  of  the 
secret  mint  the  fact  remains  that  French  currency  was  available  in  the  military  chest 
in  1814.  Oman  himself  gives  us  the  source  of  some  of  it.  Wellington  judiciously 
granted  French  merchants  and  bankers  certain  commercial  privileges.  In  return  the 
bankers  were  willing  to  cash  British  Treasury  Bills  drawn  by  the  Duke  for  French 
hard  cash  in  gold  and  silver  (4).  What  Oman  does,  however,  is  confuse  the  Sterling 
sums  made  available  in  London  for  the  use  of  the  army  with  actual  shipments  of 
English  coin.  He  observes,  “we  must  wonder  at  the  way  they  found  guineas  and 
dollars,  when  all  England  was  living  on  five-pound  and  one-pound  Bank  of  England 
notes,  and  gold  was  at  a  premium  of  20  percent”  (5)  The  source  for  the  largest  part 
of  Wellington’s  supply  of  money  was  regarded  as  “Top  Secret”  at  the  time  and 
seems  to  have  largely  remained  so  ever  since,  at  least  among  collectors.  It  certainly 
escaped  Oman. 

From  the  very  beginning  the  monetary  support  for  the  army  in  Spain  presented 
problems.  In  1809  Sir  Arthur  Wellesly  wrote  to  the  government,  “We  are  terribly  in 
need  of  funds  .  .  .  The  army  pay  is  two  months  in  arrears”  (6).  Anyone  familiar  with 
Harry  Smith’s  Autobiography  knows  that  the  situation  got  worse.  A  mixed  bag  of 
Maltese,  Spanish  and  Sicilian  bankers  supplied  cash  at  usurious  rates.  Bills  of 
Exchange  issued  to  them  had  to  be  paid  by  the  British  Treasury  at  great  loss.  Sending  a 
coin  direct  by  ship  through  the  Bay  of  Biscay  was  a  very  chancy  business  and  equally  " 
susceptible  to  great  loss. 

The  problem  was  eventually  eased  thanks  to  the  intervention  of  the  House  of 
Rothschild.  Nathan  Rothschild,  one  of  a  group  of  five  enterprising  brothers,  first 
entered  business  in  Manchester  in  1804.  By  1806  he  had  settled  in  London  and 
devoted  his  time  largely  to  banking  and  exchange  transactions.  His  brother  James 
established  himself  in  Paris  during  the  same  period.  Between  the  two  of  them  they 
were  able  to  take  steps  to  keep  the  British  army  in  Spain  from  complete  starvation. 
Nathan  was  able  to  ship  to  Paris  guineas  for  James’s  account.  The  latter  then  bought 
bills  of  exchange  on  the  Mediterranean  bankers.  These  papers  were  smuggled  to 
Wellington  who  cashed  them  for  the  Spanish  coin  he  then  needed.  When  the  supply 
of  guineas  became  short  at  the  end  of  1812,  Nathan  bought  a  large  quantity  of  gold 
offered  by  the  East  India  company  and  sold  it  to  the  Treasury  at  a  handsome  profit 
(7).  Oman  appears  to  have  been  unfamiliar  with  the  role  played  by  the  Rothschilds 
at  this  time.  He  writes : 
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“the  Mint  was  ordered  to  strike  guineas  purely  for  the  army  in  Spain.  The 
‘military  guinea’,  as  it  is  called  by  numismatists,  was  mostly  coined  from  mohurs 
and  pagodas  brought  all  the  way  from  India,  where  alone  in  all  the  world  there 
seemed  to  be  an  abundance  of  the  precious  metal,  procurable  at  reasonable  rates. 
The  whole  issue  was  sent  straight  to  Passages  for  Wellington’s  needs.  But  silver 
was  wanted  for  small  transactions,  and  the  difficulty  about  silver  was  even  greater 
than  that  about  gold”  (8). 

What  Oman  did  not  know  was,  that  while  the  new  guineas  were  certainly  intended 
for  Wellington’s  army,  few  if  any  were  actually  sent  to  Spain.  Instead,  they  went 
direct  to  Paris  into  the  coffers  of  James  Rothschild  for  his  financial  transactions. 

Rothschild  was  soon  in  the  confidence  of  John  Charles  Herries,  the  British 
commissary-in-chief,  an  office  created  to  handle  the  support  of  the  Forces  at  home 
and  the  army  in  the  field.  As  soon  as  Wellington  entered  France  the  problem  became 
both  different  and,  in  many  respects,  easier.  Actual  French  coin  was  needed.  Roths¬ 
child  proceeded  to  Holland  where  he  was  able,  with  the  aid  of  his  brothers  in 
Frankfurt,  to  draw7  on  the  large  supplies  of  French  hard  money  available  on  the 
Continent.  At  the  same  time  James  in  Paris  was  able  to  ship  substantial  quantities  to 
Nathan.  The  specie  collected  was  then  sent  directly  to  the  British  Army  in  the  South 
of  France.  So  the  troops  were  paid  in  French  silver,  while  the  larger  military  expenses 
were  met  in  French  gold.  The  arrangement  was  very  neat  and  tidy.  But  it  had  to  be 
kept  secret  from  the  authorities  in  Paris  who  could  have  thrown  JamesRothschild  in 
jeopardy  and  put  an  effective  spoke  into  Herries’  clever  method  of  supplying  the 
army.  With  a  system  like  this  in  operation  there  was  hardly  any  need  for  a  secret  mint. 
The  means  by  which  the  army  received  French  coin  in  the  South  of  France  is  clearly 
documented,  although  the  information  was  not  made  public  for  obvious  reasons. 

The  final  question  introduced  by  the  Editor  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Moody’s  letter 
requires  some  comment.  He  asks,  “Napoleon's  Wellingtons.  Does  anybody  know  if  they 
exist?”.  While  the  matter  seems  somewhat  removed  from  the  general  field  of  numis¬ 
matics,  a  suggestion  might  be  in  order.  The  present  Duke  of  Wellington,  has  become 
something  of  an  expert  on  Napoleon’s  uniforms  and  personal  equipment.  While  the 
writer  has  never  heard  that  Bonaparte  used  the  type  of  boot  popularized  by  the  victor 
of  Waterloo,  it  is  suggested  that  anyone  interested  ask  the  Duke  if  he  can  throw  some 
light  on  the  matter.

ISAAC  PERRINS:  PUGILIST

In  the  busy  world  of  today  the  hours  which  collectors  of  tokens,  especially  the 
younger  ones,  are  able  to  devote  to  their  hobby  must  of  necessity  be  limited,  so  that 
with  the  best  will  in  the  world  they  are  not  always  able  to  widen  their  knowledge  of 
the  famous  personalities  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  ninteenth  centuries  depicted  on 
the  specimens  in  their  collection.  It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  brief  biographies 
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which  have  been  appearing  in  the  Bulletin  at  intervals  during  the  past  few  years  to 
help  collectors  by  giving  them  at  least  a  nodding  acquaintance  with  the  central  facts 
of  these  personages  and  also  to  capture  something  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  more 
tranquil  age  in  which  they  lived.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  editor  who  has  found 
them  sufficiently  instructive  and  entertaining  to  make  them  a  regular  feature  of  the 
Bulletin. 

Isaac  Perrins  was  one  of  those  minor  characters  of  the  eighteenth  century  of  whom 
little  is  known  apart  from  the  writings  of  Pierce  Egan,  a  sporting  journalist  of  the  early 
nineteenth  century,  and  Dickinson  &  Jenkins,  the  joint  authors  of  “James  Wan  and 
the  Steam  Engine”  published  in  1927.  Egan  wrote  “Boxiana”  in  1812  and  a  facsimile 
edition  was  produced  in  1971. 

The  latter  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  were  the  heydey  of  prize-fighting  and 
Perrins  was  one  of  those  who  combined  his  work  as  an  engineer  with  success  as  a 
pugilist.  He  was  born  in  1751  but  little  is  known  of  him  until  he  joined  the  firm  of  | 
Boulton  and  Watt  at  a  wage  of  twelve  shillings  a  week.  At  this  time  he  was  already  * 
known  for  his  prowess  in  the  ring,  and  Egan  describes  him  as  “a  perfect  Hercules, 
well  formed,  and  of  an  imposing  and  pleasing  nature”  and  goes  on  to  say  “Few  men 
ever  stood  up  to  him  more  than  five  minutes.”  He  weighed  about  seventeen  stone  and 
stood  six  feet  two  inches.  He  issued  a  challenge  in  1788  as  a  result  of  which  a  match 
was  arranged  with  Thomas  Johnson  of  London  which  took  place  at  Banbury  on 
October  22nd,  1789.  This  contest  went  to  the  astonishing  length  of  sixty-two  rounds, 
when,  despite  Perrins’  objections,  his  friends  intervened  and  conceded  the  victory 
to  Johnson. 

Two  tokens  were  struck  to  commemorate  this  fight.  On  one  the  bust  of  Perrins 
faces  right  and  on  the  other,  Johnson  faces  left.  On  the  reverse  of  each  the  words 
“Bella  Horrida  Bella”  and  “Strength  and  Magnanimity  1789”.  The  Latin  quotation 
comes  from  the  poet  Horace  and  might  be  roughly  translated  as  “horrible  fights”  a 
possible  reference  to  the  savagery  of  the  ring  in  those  days  of  gloveless  fighting  when 
sometimes  a  man  lay  dead  when  the  contest  ended.  W.  J.  Davies  in  his  “Token 
Coinage  of  Warwickshire”  has  this  to  say: — “This  token  is  generally  ascribed  to  the 
non-local  series.  As  Perrins  was  employed  as  a  workman  at  Soho,  there  needs  be  no 
apology  for  placing  the  piece  in  the  Warwickshire  collection.”  On  this  basis  the 
Johnson  token  might  well  be  ascribed  to  the  London  series.  In  all  probability  both 
were  struck  at  Boulton’s  mint  and  may  be  regarded  as  medallions. 

In  1790  Boulton  and  Watt  sent  Perrins  to  Manchester  to  instal  their  engine  in  a 
new  cotton  mill  but  were  uneasy  at  his  pre-occupation  with  pugilism,  and  at  reports  a 
of  neglect  in  the  maintenance  of  engines  in  the  area.  Eventually  in  1794  they  dispensed  " 
with  his  services.  He  started  his  own  engine  business  in  Manchester  until  in  1798  he 
was  appointed  inspector  of  the  recently  enlarged  fire  service,  an  office  which  he  held 
with  distinction  until  his  death  in  1801.

JUBILEES  ROYAL 

H.M.  The  Queen  is  lending  historical  items  from  Buckingham  Palace  and  Windsor  Castle 
for  the  Commemorative  Collectors’  definitive  exhibition  of  jubilees  past  and  present,  which  will 
be  on  show  at  Goldsmiths’  Hall  in  the  City  of  London  from  1 1th  May  to  2nd  June. 


JUBILEES  ROYAL 
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The  exhibition  is  open  to  the  public  daily  (except  Sundays)  from  10.30  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m. 
Tickets  cost  35p  each  for  adults  and  20p  for  children  and  students  up  to  the  age  of  16,  or  20p 
each  in  organised  parties  of  adults  and  lOp  in  parties  of  school  children. 

Research  by  the  Commemorative  Collectors  Society  indicates  that  the  first  royal  jubilees 
were  held  in  Egypt  between  3,000  and  2,600  B.C.,  when  the  ‘Heb-Sed’  Festival  took  place  to 
test  and  renew  the  physical  powers  of  each  Pharoah  who  reigned  for  30  years.  It  is  generally 
accepted  that  ‘jubilee’  is  derived  from  a  Hebrew  word  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  was  celebrated 
every  50th  year,  which  was  hallowed  as  a  period  of  rest  and  emancipation  after  seven  cycles  of 
seven  years. 

In  1300  A.D.  the  Pope  decreed  that  a  Jubilee  Year  (Annus  Sanctus  Jubileum)  should  be 
held  in  every  100th  year,  though  by  1470  this  had  been  reduced  to  25  years  and  they  are  now 
commonly  known  as  Holy  Years.  It  has  also  become  traditional  for  married  couples  to  celebrate 
25  years  of  matrimony  with  a  silver  wedding,  reaching  a  ruby  wedding  after  40  years,  gold  after 
50  and  diamond  after  60  years. 

Royal  Jubilees  originally  took  place  in  Britain  after  a  reign  of  50  years,  and  were  held  by 
Henry  III  in  1265,  Edward  III  in  1377  and  George  III  in  1809/10.  Queen  Victoria  celebrated 
her  Golden  Jubilee  in  1887  followed  by  an  unique  Diamond  Jubilee  in  1897;  it  had  been 
suggested  that  she  should  have  a  Silver  Jubilee  in  1862  but  this  was  never  held  as  Prince 
Albert,  the  Prince  Consort,  died  in  the  December  of  1861,  and  the  Queen  refused  to  even  con¬ 
sider  the  matter,  and  so  G:orge  V  became  the  first  British  sovereign  to  celebrate  a  Silver 
Jubilee  in  1935. 

The  exhibition  will  contain  an  extensive  selection  of  popular  souvenir  commemorative 
items  issued  throughout  the  world  for  other  Jubilee  celebrations  of  world  Sovereigns  and  Rulers, 
illustrating  how  the  Jubilee  celebrations  as  a  ‘Royal’  event  took  root  and  slowly  spread  following 
the  “Grand  National  Jubilee”  of  our  King  George  III  in  1809. 

The  celebration  of  George  Ill’s  Jubilee  was  largely  on  the  initiative  of  the  Merchants  and 
Bankers,  meeting  in  the  City  of  London  in  the  September  of  1809,  and  Jubilee  Royal  forms 
part  of  the  1977  programme  organised  and  co-ordinated  by  the  London  Celebrations  Committee. 
The  exhibition  also  coincides  with  the  650th  Anniversary  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of 
Goldsmiths,  which  received  its  first  Royal  Charter  from  Edward  III  who  succeeded  to  the 
throne  in  1327. 

The  Commemorative  Collectors  Society  was  formed  in  1972  by  a  group  of  private  collectors 
and  now  includes  enthusiasts  from  all  over  the  world.  The  Society  makes  no  attempt  to  judge 
the  aesthetic  merits  of  commemoratives,  and  is  mainly  interested  in  these  as  historical  items 
and  records  depicting  the  common  man’s  link  with  great  events  and  national  occasions. 
“Jubilee  Royal”  presents  from  200  to  300  souvenirs  produced  for  the  1977  Jubilee  and  in  honour 
of  the  Goldsmiths’  Company,  there  will  be  special  emphasis  on  silver  produced  in  limited 
editions  or  for  special  commissions  from  City  institutions. 

The  dominant  item  in  the  historical  section  is  a  gold  and  silver  centrepiece  from  Buckingham 
Palace,  which  was  given  to  Queen  Victoria  in  1887  by  her  children  and  grandchildren,  but  there 
are  also  documents  relating  to  the  Jubilees  of  Henry  III  and  Edward  III.  Ceramics  form  the 
largest  share  of  commemorative  items  from  the  Jubilees  of  George  III,  Victoria  and  George  V, 
closely  followed  by  glass,  tin  and  woven  or  printed  ephemera,  plus  such  collector’s  delights  as  a 
commemorative  night  light  (1897)  and  a  bar  of  soap  (1935)  as  well  as  special  displays  of  Jubilee 
coins  and  stamps. 

Jubilee  Royal  will  be  designed  by  Alan  Irvine,  who  is  both  a  collector  and  a  distinguished 
architect,  while  the  Commemorative  Collectors  Society  is  producing  a  detailed  catalogue  (which 
may  itself  become  a  collectors’  item)  for  sale  at  Goldsmiths’  Hall. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Wellington’s  Napoleons.  In  the  Bulletin  of  March,  1972,  Mr.  D.  L.  F.  Sealy  gave  two 
references  to  Wellington’s  Mint;  Mr.  H.  A.  V.  Warner  wrote  the  next  month;  this  month  Mr. 
Moody  gives  another  reference.  Having  copies  of  the  weekly  “Western  Luminary”  for  1814, 
I  hoped  they  might  throw  light  on  the  subject ;  although  they  did  not  do  so,  there  were  a  number 
of  references  to  Wellington  and  numismatics,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  your  readers : 

Louis'  Napoleo?is.  There  are  very  detailed  accounts  of  Louis  XVII I’s  journey  from 
London  to  Paris  in  April,  1814;  “The  King  ordered  money  to  be  given  to  the  people  of  Calais 
who  drew  his  carriage,  but  they  refused  it  ...  ”  This  was  probably  part  of  the  500  guineas 
provided  by  the  Bank  of  England  for  his  journey;  Mr.  E.  M.  Kelly  (“Spanish  Dollars  and  Silver 
Tokens” — p.103.)  speculates  whether  the  King  was  tactlessly  supplied  with  Napoleon  d’Ors. 
There  was  still  good  use  for  Napoleons:  (September  6th,  1814).  “The  Hope,  Captain  Jauncey, 
landed  88,000  Napoleons  at  Ostend  last  week,  for  the  payment  of  troops  in  Brabant.  The  specie 
was  afterwards  conveyed  to  Brussels”. 
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Wellington  ( Finance  and  Fashion ).  In  a  House  of  Commons  Debate  (14th  November), 
Mr.  Wellesley  Pole  (one  of  Wellington’s  brothers  and  Master  of  the  Mint),  had  to  defend  large 
payments  to  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  governments  by  “the  Ambassador  and  Commander 
of  the  armies,  provided  the  Spanish  Government  did  their  duty  by  keeping  up  the  proper 
number  of  their  troops.”  Sir  Henry  Wellesley’s  actions  were  also  in  question;  Mr.  Samuel 
Whitbread,  the  brewer,  w?as  not  satisfied.  It  seems  that  he  often  had  a  lot  to  say;  opponents 
commented.  “Vat  eloquence”  and  pointed  that  that  the  name  was  an  anagram  of  “We  rue  his 
bad  malt”,  and  following  a  favourable  press  report  it  was  suggested  that  he  “would  surely  not 
fail  to  send  a  haunch,  a  hamper,  or  a  barrel  of  ‘Whitbread’s  Entire’  to  Mr.  Perry  of  the 
Chronicle.” 

(Sept.  13th).  “The  Duke  of  Wellington  has  purchased  for  36,000L  the  Borghese  palace 
at  Paris  as  a  permanent  residence  for  the  British  Ambassador”.  In  Paris  he  kept  a  “fashionable 
distance”  from  his  wife;  but  “The  oriental  splendour  of  the  Duchess  of  Wellington’s  dress, 
astonishes  the  Parisians;  tippet  of  feathers  of  humming-bird  &c  &c  .  .  ”  A  Paris  paper  attacked 
the  English  fashion  of  pockets  for  women:  “How  many  pleasures  would  be  lost  for  passers-by 
who  could  no  longer  observe  whether  the  contour  of  the  hip  be  of  antique  purity  of  curve  .  .  . 
a  Lady  wearing  pockets  would  be  reduced  to  pay  for  her  place  at  the  Theatre,  exactly  as  her 
grandmother  did  .  .  .  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  Ladies  would  not  suffer  that  a  Cavalier  paid  for 
their  admission  to  any  public  place  ..  .  Ladies,  permit  not  that  an  ill-timed  innovation  deprive 
us  of  the  pleasure  of  defining  your  charms.” 

(Jan.  10th  1815).  “The  Morning  Chronicle,  reminding  its  readers  of  the  wonders  of  Jack- 
the-giant-killer’s  three  leagued  boots,  says  that  a  young  gentleman  has  been  enabled  to  step 
over  the  heads  of  one  thousand  Captains  in  the  army,  by  the  help  of  a  pair  of  Wellington- 
overalls.” 

Numismatic  News  Items,  (i)  (Aug.  16th).  A  table  shows  a  month  by  month  analysis  of: 
The  prices  of  the  Spanish  Dollar  per  oz.;  The  stamped  Spanish  Dollar  now  current  at  5s  6d; 
Value  of  3/-  pieces;  Price  of  Bar  Gold  Standard  per  oz.;  Value  of  a  guinea  of  the  weight  of 
5dwt  8grs. ;  Course  of  exchange  on  Hamburgh ;  Course  of  exchange  on  Amsterdam. 

(ii)  (Aug.  23rd).  “Guineas  are  expected  to  return  again  shortly;  their  avant  couriers,  the 
seven  shillings  are  peeping  out  occasionally.” 

(iii)  (Sept.  6th).  “A  gang  or  rather  a  den  of  coiners  has  been  discovered  at  Birmingham. 
They  were  busily  at  work  in  a  subterraneous  retreat,  manufacturing  3s  pieces.” 

(iv)  (Nov.  8,  1814  and  Jan.  10th,  1815).  Both  items  give  details  of  the  law  concerning  the 
Redemption  of  Tokens.  The  latter  reads:  “Local  tokens.  It  was  decided  by  the  Court  of  Re¬ 
quests,  that,  according  to  Act  of  Parliament  the  issuers  of  Tokens  are  bound  to  pay  them 
separately,  without  the  holder  being  obliged  to  produce  twenty  Is  tokens,  or  others  of  a  larger 
value  to  1L.  It  wTas  added  by  the  Court  that  if  such  was  the  law,  the  Act  would  be  productive 
of  injustice;  for  no  one  can  now  add  to  the  number  of  tokens  in  his  possession,  the  Act  pro¬ 
hibiting  ,  under  the  penalty  of  5L,  the  passing  of  such  tokens  to  other  persons.” 

(v)  (Dec.  27th,  1814).  “Government  we  understand  are  getting  ready  with  all  possible 
expedition ;  a  fresh  supply  of  silver  coinage.” 

Napoleon's  Neo-Napoleons.  (Sept.  6th).  “Bonaparte  has  issued  a  gold  coinage  from  the 
mint  at  Elba  to  the  amount  of  37,000L.  On  the  one  side,  these  Napoleons  bear  his  profile;  on 
the  other,  an  Eagle  with  its  head  under  its  wing.”  Is  there  any  basis  for  such  a  statement  or  is  it 
something  one  can  say  of  in  Wellington’s  words  “If  you  believe  that,  you  would  believe  any¬ 
thing”?  (Nov.  4th)  “PORTO  FERRAJA  (Elba) . Many  chests  containing  costly  valuables 

have  not  even  been  opened.  This  is  not  the  only  circumstance  which  induces  us  to  believe  that 
the  stay  of  this  far-famed  personage  will  not  be  long  ....  Everything  is  very  dear,  and  the 
interchange  of  commodities  is  great.  Little  money  is  seen.”. — Dr.  G.  H.  L.  Bullmore. 

A  letter  from  India.  The  relics  remains  and  records  of  Western  rule  in  Eastern  countries 
are  not  only  ignored  but  are  also  detested  and  despised  and  deliberately  destroyed.  This  narrow 
minded  and  short  sighted  attitude  towards  foreign  rule  in  Eastern  countries  is  doing  much  harm 
to  those  countries  leaving  a  gap  of  a  century  or  more  in  their  history. 

I  read  with  much  interest  the  short  note — “Front  Cover  Illustration” — in  your  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin  for  August  1976.  I  was  happy  to  observe  that  the  British  “look  with  admiration" 
upon  the  coins  of  English  kings  who  flourished  under  Roman  rule,  including  one  who  became 
an  ally  of  a  Roman  emperor  and  these  coins  give  “delight”  to  their  eyes. 

British  patience,  indulgence,  endurance,  broad-mindedness  and  toleration  seem  to  be 
boundless,  having  no  limits.  Happy  I  am  to  read — “We  must  look  to  see  and  appreciate  the 
flowering  of  Celtic  and  Romano-Celtic  art.”  No  Eastern  people  can  rise  to  that  level  or  can 
show  the  slightest  toleration  to  the  relics  and  remains  of  European  rule  in  Eastern  countries.

Another  Queen’s  award  to  the  Royal  Mint.  The  Royal  Mint  has  gained  the  Queen’s 
Award  to  Industry  for  export  achievement.  It  is  the  Llantrisant  plant’s  third  success.  The  Mint 
is  one  of  three  South  Wales-based  industries  to  receive  the  coveted  award  this  year. 

Nationally,  awards  for  export  and  technical  achievement  have  been  won  by  125  firms,  the 
highest  number  since  the  scheme  was  introduced  in  1966.  The  number  of  applications  received 
was  1,809.  The  Mint,  now  manufacturing  special  Jubilee  Year  coins,  was  first  recognised  in  1966 
and  then  in  1973.  Its  principal  exports  are  coins  for  circulation,  coin  blanks  and  coins  and 
medals  sold  as  collectors’  pieces.  More  than  60  countries  receive  its  products.

Citation:  On  23rd  March  1944,  the  Column 
of  which  this  N.C.O.,  was  a  member 
encountered  a  strong  force  of  the  enemy  near 
the  village  of  Auktaw  in  Burma.  During  the 
course  of  the  action,  part  of  the  Column  was 
held  up  by  a  group  of  enemy  entrenched  in  a 
prepared  position.  Sergeant  Cowie  immediately 
organised  an  attack,  and  himself  personally 
led  a  bayonet  charge  by  two  sections  against 
the  position.  This  charge  was  exceedingly 
successful;  his  men  got  in  with  the  bayonet, 
killing  several  of  the  enemy;  and  the  remainder 
left  their  defences  and  ran,  although  they 
considerably  outnumbered  Sergeant  Cowie’s 
men.  By  the  successful  handling  of  his  men 
and  by  his  own  gallant  conduct,  he  con¬ 
tributed  materially  to  the  clearing  of  the  whole 
locality,  enabling  his  Column  to  continue  its 
advance  without  further  interference. 

Earlier  in  the  Campaign,  during  an  arduous 
approach  march  to  the  River  Chindwin  across 
seventy  miles  of  jungle-covered  and  precipitous 
mountain,  Sergeant  Cowie  was- prominent 
in  cutting  the  trail  and  helping  with  the 
animals.  He  also  rendered  remarkable  service 
at  the  crossing  of  the  River.  Throughout  the 
campaign  he  set  an  outstanding  example  to 
all  N.C.O's  and  men.  London  Gazette — 13/9/ 
1945. 

Note:  The  Leicestershire  Regiment  formed 
two  of  the  “Chindit”  Columns  of  the  16th 
Infantry  Brigade,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier  B.  E.  Fergusson,  D.S.O.,  who 
established  the  Stronghold  “Aberdeen” 
north  of  Indaw  in  Upper  Burma,  as  envisaged 
by  General  Orde  Wingate.
